. Success With Alfalfa 


By James D. McGregor, Glencarnock 
Stock Farms, Bratidon, Man.

In Westera Canada two craps of al- 
falfa may be cut each season, but the 
second crop must not be cut too late 
as it is necessary that the plants at- 
tain a fairly good growth after the 
second cutting-in order to catch the 
snow and give it strengih to carry it- 

self through the wint« 

Alfalfa hay is no fiaeter 
handle than other hays; in faet, the 
stiffer stoms make if somewhat easter 
to dry and it is les slikely than the 
clovers to be damaged in appearance 
by light rains or heavy dews. It has 
been found by analysis that the fteed- 
ing value of the hay is greatest at the 
time when about the first one-tenth of 
the blooms have appeared. ‘The hay 
becomes woody quite rapidly as it gets 
older, and the digestibility of it natur- 
ally decreases, 

The starting of tillers or new shoots 
at the crown means that the old stems 
and leaves are no longer growing, and 
should be cut off. By cutting late, 
atter the alfalfa is in full bloom, there 
is a loss on two crops—the late cut 
hay is stemmy because the leaves have 
fallen off, and woody because it is too 
ripe; cuttlug the new set of shoots 
s)delays the next crop, and allows the 
weeds to get a start. 

The leaves much more 
saved if the hay is cut early, 
do not drop off so readily. 
alfalfa plant is mature the leayes drop 
off naturally, the same as from trees 
in the fall. Late cutting and careless 
handling often reduce the value of the 
crop one-half, Cut early, just as the 
new shoots are well started, setting 
the sickle high so as to avoid cutting 
the new shoots, 

The leaves of alfalfa contain nearly 
four times as much protein as the 
stems, a ton of dried alfalfa leaves 
containing as much protein as 2,800) 
pounds of bran; hence every effort 
should be made to cure the alfalfa in 
such a way as to save all the leaves, 
The method of curing will vary with 
the condition of the crop, ground and
